LEVISON was very concerned about KING's invclvement 


in anti-Viet Nam war activities, and in particular the effect 
1t will have on the ScChc.  TLEVISON did net mind KING's dectsien 
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SEQR ET : 
to participate in the April 5, 1967 » anti-war demonstration t 
to be held in New York City outside the United Nations 
Headquarters. In elaborating, LEVISON pointed out that 
the SCLC had to bear in mind that in the fund raising : | 
letters which it had sent out, no menticn was ever made 
of the peace issue and no request wis made for money for 


peace activities. LEVISON was of the opinion that KING 
would be asked by the people why this had not been done. 


KING was of the opinion that something should be 
gaid to SCLC contributors explaining that his involvement in 
peace activities was a matter of personal conscience cn his 
part and that as an organization, the SCLC is basically 
committed to civil rights activities, and that it does not 
use any of its funds for peace activities.

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LEVISON was in agreement with KING's suggesticn 
and commented that contributors to the SCLC had not fallen 
off as a consequence of KING's recent stands on the Viet Nam 
war. LEVISON's apprehension over KING's decision to get 
involved was rot due to any specific criticism or loss of funds | 

but instead was anticipating future complaints. LEVISCN gery 
out that their fund raising activities are for civil rights and 
not for peace activities. It was his feeling that a fraud 
would be committed if some explanation was not made to 
contributors. LEVISON agreed to handle the matter himself 
thereby relieving KING of the responsibilities inherent to 


such a task. 


f! LEVISON in re of KING if he had been told atout i 
= which JOAN*DAVES/, KING's literary representative, 
os received from NORMA COUSINS, the Editor of the "Saturday 
Review," pointing out that this publication would not run any 
of KING's articles or any of the SCLC's material since KING and 
his organization had become active in the anti-war demcnstra- 
tions. COUSINS said the name of KING and the SCLC would te 
"mud" within six months, therefore, it wculd not be protttebic 
t ny of their articles. KING cemmented that he th: 
nt ANDREW YOUNG, the Executive Director o! the SCLC, % 
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see COUSINS to explain the positions of KING and the SCLC: 
LEVISON wanted to know if COUSINS changed his opinion after 
being informed that it was a matter of conscience on KING's 
part which had changed his position on the war in Viet Nam. 
COUSINS position wes sucl. that he felt that peace demonstra- 
tions were "Hate America” forces and that they would end 

up doing more harm than good and that they would bring 

about a climate that trouid really call for more escalation 
than de-escalation. LEVISON was of the opinion that NORHAM ~ 
COUSINS had always been very much in the right wing of the 
peace movement. 


Another matter considered by LEVISON and KING was 
the SCLC's program in Chicago. It was LEVISCN who brought 
up what he described as the housing proposition and in that. é 
remarked that he had informed CHAUNCEY ESKRIDGE, (Chicago 
Attorney and advisor to KING) that he would contribute $7,500 | 
and another $1,000 toward the expenses incident to the program. : 
The expenses, LEVISON commented, already amounted to over | 
$4,000 and he did not see any possibility of them decreasing 
in the future. The one thing about the program which bothers 
LEVISON is the lack of competence of the people who are 
administering the program. Conseauently, he felt a very 
serious responsitility to the businessmen of Chicago who 
have put their money in the venture. LEVISON advised KING 
to explain the tasks inherent to these men and to get their 
word they were doing this voluntarily. 
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— KING stated he had already contacted the men whe 
have a possible interest in the Chicago Froject and came awey | 
with their support after he told them that their risks were 
minimized. After learning this, LEVISON was incensed that 
KING had assured them ef such a thing. He inquired as tc 

whom KING has relied upon..as his economic advisers, and after | 
learning that CHAUNCEY*ESKRIDGE had heen conerlted, commented 
that he knows notling about economics. 
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It was KING's impression that all the Chicago 
business investors had agreed to stay with the project and 
had unanimously agreed with the idea of six per cent interest, 
but what is actually néeded to get the project under way, 
according to KING, is $25,000 to $30,0CO.

Josephine Baker, described by source as a former 
well-known entertainer, now residing in France, was also 
a guest speaker.

She described the importance of the tent-in on the 

White House lawn, and urged all those present to 
participate. Her remarks, according to the source, were 
also received by those present with no enthusiasm, and 
no apparent volunteers.
